ORDINANCE NO_ 629 


AN ORDINANCE PROHIBITING 
THE USK OF NEWSPAPERS, 
MAGAZINES OR OTHER, PRINT- 


ED PAPER AS WRAPPING FOR 

FOODSTUFFS 

The Council of the City ef Rich- 
mond do ordain as follows: ; 

Section 1. Wherever used in this 
ordinance the word ;‘person” shal) 
mean an_ individual, corporation, 


jco-partnership or association. The 
words “newspaper, magazine or 
lother printed paper” shall mean 
{printed paper containing — news 
items, stories or advertisements 
and printed primarily for circula- 
‘tion and distribution of such news 
stories or advertisements, 
shall not include paper, bags 
or cartous on which are: prifited 
names, trademarks or other word- 
ing and manufactured especially 
for wrapping purposes. 
Section 2. It shall be unlawful 
for any person engaged in the 
sale of any commodity for human 
consumption to deliver to a_=pur- 
chaser any fruits, vegetables, ber- 
ries, meats, bakery products, 
dairy products or foodstuffs of any 
kind, wrapped for delivery in any 
magazine or other 
printed paper :
